SAHATOOA, N. Y., Aug. 0.—A select 


few on the Inside of high-toned society 
at the Him have been all agog over the 
preparations that had been making 
fur aevcral days for n finish prize fight, 
(jueensburry rules, between two well- 
known aoclety young men. One of the 
principal* was Daniel W. Shea, of Bos- 
ton, ami the other is Sydney Smith, of 
Italtnton Spa, this county. Doth of the 
men are splendid specimens of physical 
manhood and both are expert boxers, 
und pride themselves on their strength 
uiul skill In the manly art Shoo Is tho 
son of a wealthy Boston family, a Har- 
vard college student, member of tho 
Ilar/ard college crew, tho champion 
heavyweight boxer of tho college and a 
well-known aoolety man in Boston. He 
is about 88 yearn of ago and weighs 
78 pounds. 


Smith l» 24 years of age and weighs 


ino pounds. Ho 
is the son of the 


wealthiest family in li&llston, and has 
a million in hit* own name. 


The match wns the result of a meet- 


Ing between tho two men during the 
tennis tournament last week, when a 
dUcuHsion of their respective merits as 
boxers reunited in a quarrel and a chal- 
lenge. Tho light was for blood and 
honor, and there was no money except 
what was wngerod between tho friends 
of the men on tho result. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday morning two 


coaches drove away from the United 
Htalos hotel containing th« principals 
and their preferred friends, about thirty 
In all. The ring wns pitched in n barn 
on Smith's property at Ballston, seven 
miles from Saratoga, and at 11:30 a. m. 
the men entered the ring ond faced 
each other, stripped to the waist and 
wearing four-ounce gloves. 


Hilly Edwards, tho oxpuglllst of Now 


York, acted as referee. Jimmy Larkin, 
of the Scottish American elub of Now 
York seconded Sheu, and Smith's cor- 
ner was looked after by his cousin, 
Uuorgo Smith. One of the wealthiest 
young residents of Saratoga, tho pro- 
prietor of the leading bath house in the 
village, was time keeper. 
It was a 


game light from start to finish. 


Umind 1. After sparring for cm open- 


Ing Smith remarked: "Why don't you 
make one of those Harvard rushes 
now?" He no sooner had tho words 
out, than he was rushed to hl» corner 
and over the ropes among the specta- 
tors. Ho got back Into tho ring and 
some sharp exchanges followed. They 
clinched and In tho breakaway Smith 
landed

knocking him completely off his feet 
Shea was down several seconds, and 
when he got on his feet again made a 
terrific rush, driving at Smith's head. 
Smith mot him neatly and sent him to 
the floor a second time by a heavy blow 
on the jaw. The Iloston man was 
quickly on hli feet, and some savage in- 
fighting followed, when they clinched 
and time was called. Blood was flow- 
Ing freely from Shea's nose at tho ond 
of the round. 


Round 9. Tho mon were both pretty 


well winded when they toed the scratch. 
Shea recovered his second wind and 
forced the lighting and had tho best of 
the round all through. A few short- 
range shots wore 
fired when Shea 


found an opening on Smith's ribs and 
landed a silnger which nearly took 
Bmlth'sbreathaway, Shea followed up 
tho advantage with two or three hard 
thumps which Smith was unable to 
parry. 


At this point one of Smith's friends 


called out "Time," ani claimed the 
fight 
Smith's friends rushed Into the 


ring and rushed him away amid hoots 
and yells of the Boston man's sup- 
porters. 
There 
was almost a free 


fight among the gentlemen spectators, 
but Edwards ended tho affair byde- 
olarlng the fight a draw. Shea and his 
friends wore much disgusted with the 
decision and offered to make another 
match on tho spot "For fun, for blood 
or for any amount of money the Balls- 
ton man wished to put up." 


After the fight tho party drove back 


to Saratoga, where their appearance 
and the story of the fight created a 
great sensation at tho hotels. It is 
very probable that another meeting 
will be had In the near future. Shea Is 
very much disgusted with tho conduct 
of tho Ballston man and his friends, 
and declares he can whip Smith with 
one hand. 


THE MEETING TO-DAY 


Between the Conference Committee ol 


Iron Kanuiaoturer* and the Amal- 


gamated Annotation. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa,, Aug. 9.—When the 


conference committee of iron manu- 
facturers and the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation meet to-day it is probable that 
the latter will have considerable power 
to settle the present wage dispute. 


President Welhe stated last night 


that the vote on the two propositions 
submitted to the lodges had not been 
counted, and that the result could not 
be told to a certainty until to-day, at 
which time all the votes would be in. It 
was learned, however, that the work- 
ers' representatives will have the privi- 
lege of accepting 10 per cent reduction 
on tho finishers' scale, but on puddling 
they are to consider no proposition for 
a reduction. The finishers include the 
rollers, heaters and the roughen and 
catchers, who aro among the best paid 
In tho Amalgamated association. 


Notwithstanding the foot that the 


workers' committee will have power to 
accept a reduction, it Is anticipated 
that they will make a stiff fight. Day 
by day an the association holds out an 
occasional firm signs its scale. Should 
tho Mahonlng and Shenango valley 
manufacturers sign shortly, as the 
Amalgamated people confidently ex- 
pect, the action would have great bear- 
ing on the fight in Pittsburgh. 


Should It be found Imperative to ae> 


oopt the cut of 10 per cent, on finishing, 
or a greater reduction, it might cause 
trouble in the ranks of the Amalga- 
mated association. There would be 
some danger of a disruption, as some of 
the finishers, including the roughen 
and catcher*, have been talking foi 
several years of quitting the associa- 
tion. The roughen and catchers con- 
tend that they do not get a big enough 
percen tage of the wages. A general re- 
duction in the finishing department 
would aifcct them.

A TERRIFIC STORM. 


Crop* Destroyed and Sportsmen Min-

CANDY, Minn., Aug. 9.—A terrific

Tho Fugitive Train Bobbers. 


SAN FiiANCisco, Aug. 9.—The fugitive 


train robbers, who have taken refuge 
among tho Fresno foothills, aro trying 
to got Into tho King River canyon, 
where thnlr capture will be almost im- 
possible. Fifty mon aro guarding tho 
entrance to the canyon, but It is be- 
lieved they will bo dispersed by moun- 
taineers, who hate tho railroad com- 
pany and sympathize with the fugi- 
tives. 


A Bhaklng Up Among Salaried Official*. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. ».—There will be 


a very considerable shaking up among 
highly salaried officials of the bureau o) 
geological survey to-morrow, when the 
reductions Imposed by the sundry civil 
bill will be carried into effect. Nearly 
forty members of the present force will 
be asked to resign, two-thirds of them 
being scientists employed on special 
work. The list includes three (4,000 
geologists, one 13,000 geologist, two 
18,90(1 geologists, one ta.OOO^geologlst, 
ono $8,000 chemist, two 12,500 geogra- 
phers, one 92,000 topographer and one 
18,00* officer, classed as "general assist- 
ant" These are dropped all together. 


The salary of the paleontologist 1« 


cut down from 14,000 to $3,000, and 
twenty-six other employes will alsr 
have to submit to a reduction of pay. 
Ma]. Powell, ohlei director of the bu- 
reau, says that six of the geologist! 
thus summarily disposed of have volun> 
leered to stay and complete the work 
they are engaged upon without further 
compensation, and seventeen others 
have already secured professorships in 
various collegvo and other educational 
institutions. Hendds that the reduc- 
tion of force will compel him to droj 
some branches of the work upon which 
he Is engaged, but he believes he will be 
able to struggle along until congress 
reassembles in December. 


An Indian "Claim" That Wasn't Al- 


lowed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—A delegation oi 


Pottawatomie Indiana from Wisconsin 
called upon the commissioner of Indian 
affairs yesterday. These Indians have 
been self-supporting and prosperous for 
the past fifty years, but now assert that 
they must have provision made fpr 
their subsistence. They claim that the 
government Is still Indebted to them to 
a large amount on account of the ces- 
sion of their land years ago. The In- 
dian office denies the claim and dis- 
missed the delegation without even 
temporary aid for the reason that there 
is no fund available to assist them. 


Oars* Again Organising. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The Mexican 


government has officially advised the 
state department that Oen. Qarza, the 
Mexican revolutionist and outlaw, is 
reorganizing his forces in Webb county, 
Tex. The matter has been brought to 
the attention of the war department, 
and yesterday Adjt-Oen. Vincent, act- 
ing for Oen. Sohofleld, telegraphed 
Gen. Wheaton, in command of the de- 
partment of Texas, directing him to 
keep a sharp lookout for the Qarza 
band, and to prevent a violation of the 
neutrality laws. 


Beriou* Charge1 Again at a Treasury T» 


partment Appointee. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Charges have 


been filed at, the treasury department 
against George Cake, appoint ed on Sat- 
urday by Secretary Foster an immi- 
grant Inspector in place of Mr. Evans, 
who was removed because he w.as not a 
citizen. Mr. Cake was appointed at 
the Instance of the Mass Manufactur- 
ers' association of Pennsylvania, and 
the charges preferred are that ho has 
duplicate wives in Pittsburgh and New 
York. Actlnir Secretary Nettleton ha* 
instituted an inquiry as to their truth. 


Getting Ready tar Another Riot. 


WA3nisoTON,Aug. 9.—Complaints still 


continue to be received at the state de- 
partment of the inhuman treatment oi 
the men at work In the guano works In 
the Island of Nevassa. The Kearsagc, 
which is now on her way to Honduras, 
has, therefore, been ordered by Acting 
Secretarr Soley to stop there, and her 
commander, A. S. Cronln Shield, has 
been directed to make a thorough In- 
vestigation into the treatment of the 
men, how they are fed, clothed, etc.

In Complete Possession of the Capital 


City of A9lr«bad, in Persia-Three 


Thousand 
Deaths a Day in 


Saratofl and Samara, Russia. 


Cholera and Riota In !A~strabad, Peril*. 


TEHERAN, Aug. 9.—Cholera is raging 


at Astrabad, the capital oftlio Persian 
province of that name, and known, on 
account of it* pestilential atmosphere, 
as the city o* the plafruo. Only the 
lower classes of the population remain 
in Astrabad during the hot weather, 
and those broke out in riot on account 
of the terror and anger caused by tha 
spread of the disease. The mob at- 
tacked the shops in which liquor was 
kept for sale, for they believed the li- 
quor had something to do with the 
cholera. They broke into the shops, 
and while some of them drank the li- 
quor and bocamo more riotous, others 
poured the intoxicating fluid Into the 
streets. The mob also stoned Ameri- 
can traders, some of whom were Rus- 
sian subjects. 


Astrabad la near the Caspian sea, and 


also not far from the frontier of Rus- 
sian Turkestan 
The Russians hurried 


a guard of Coseaoks Into Astrabad to 
protect the consulate, and a Russian 
gunboat was ordered Instantly to As- 
trabad bay. The ittuation is so serious 
thnt the Shah, who is travelling, has 
been notified and will return at once 
to Teheran. 


Appalling Reports ol Cholera. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 9.—Appalling 


reports have been received of the rav- 
ages of cholera in the government of 
Suratoff and Samara. It is officially 
announced that not less than three 
thousand deaths occur dally. The ig- 
norant multitude in many places resist 
all sanitary precautions, and attack 
the doctors anil others engaged in at- 
tempting to alleviate tffte disease. 


Awful Ravages oi Oki.leraln Runt*. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 9.—The olHclal 


list of the deaths from cholera was 
published yesterday. The number of 
victims up to August I is given as 23,919. 
The list, however, is admitted to be in- 
complete, and the most conservative 
estimate places the number at 25,000.

The area 
devoted to oats was 2,737,638 acres, and 
the total yield is estimated at 93,314,516 
bushels.
